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And this Liberty, fo perfect in Civil Matters, 
is no leſs uncontrolled in Religious. A Truth 
ſo manifeſt, ſo impoſſible to be conteſted, 
that it would be groſsly miſpending Time to 


offer a Syllable in ſupport of it. 


Now both theſe great Bleſſings (for ſuch 
they are; tho both are often applied to a 
very improper Uſe,) we may loſe by a 
change of that Government, under which we 


enjoy them; and that we ſhould loſe both by 


the Exchange here propoſed, is as clear and 
evident as the future Conſequences of any hu- 


man Meaſures can be averred to be. 


Let us look backwards to the Reigns of the 
Stuarts.
